COUNTY AFFAIRS. 


The tax levy has been made and the 


county is to ba congratulated on the com- 
parative low tato. It is a most favorable 
comment upon those who control the bns- 
iness aflairs of Washes county. Ninety 
cents out of the $1 85 levied for State and 
ccnuty purposes go into the Stata Treas- 
ury. The greater half of tho 95 cents will 
be expended in the education of the rising 
generation and the improvements of the 
roads, two sources of progress nnd pros- 
perity that more than repay theespenditnre 
made. Out o! the ganeral county fund, 
which is 25 cents, the expenses of the 
County Government is paid, and other 
outlays that are incident to" tho welfare of 
the conmy. The indigent sick have to be 
cared for, and per capita cost the county 
ns little, if not less, than in other of the 
counties. 


The county is practically out of debt, 


owing nothing except $10,000 on bonds is- 
sued lor the erection of bridges, and $9,000 
on bonds issued to secure the Agricultural 
Fair grounds. Hal the State been aa lib- 
eral to Washoe as its merits demanded, 
this last indebtedness would not have had 
to be borne. This showing of the condi- 
tion of the connty is such that will invifs 
instead of repe hog capitalists who may 
wish to avail themselves o£ the many in 
ducemenls the county affords for profitable 
investments. In addition to the above tax 
the citizens of Eeno have to pay 80 cont 
on the $100 more than the other parti of 
the county and the to an is carrying a much 
larger indebtedness than the county. 
.A 


part of this tax goes to liquidate the in 
dabtedcess for the excellent school build 
jng, of which $14,000 remain nnpuid, and 
the bonds issued to secure the TFniversity 
of which $21,000 remain unpaid, and th 
bonds issued for sewerage of which $19, 
000 are to be paid, as well as the expenses 
of ihe Fire Department and other expenses 
connected with the town. The indebted 
ness for the school building, for which the 
•whole district is bound, the University and 
sewer bonds, was ^incurred by legislative 
aclion, and by those who can appreciate 
their benefits, will commend the wisdom 
of l-wing them to bear in the shape of an 
anuaal tax until paid. 
Tha annual show 


ing made of the aclion of the County Com 
missioners give indisputable evidence o: 
ths most favorabla business .skill aiid tbi 
greatesi of practical economy, and those 
who are disposed to kick have only to com 
pare the proceedings of the Washoe Counts 
Commissioners wiih those of the othe 
counties in Nevada to convince them of lh> 
fact.

Irrigation in the West. 


Major 3. VI. Powell, the director of th 


United States Geological Survey, conlrib 
utes an article to the March Century on 
"The Irrigable Lands of the Arid Begion,1' 
from which we quote the following: 


The Snake or Shoahone river heads in 


the great forest-clad mountains o( Wyoming 
and runs across the line into Idaho, then 
passes quite across the Territory until i 
becomes the boundary line between Idaho 
and Oregon. 
Passing the northeastern 


corner ol the last mentioned State, i 
enter* the State of Washington, and rum 
•westward for along reach until it debonohei 
into the Columbia. The Shoshone river u 
oa» of great volume, second only to th 
Colorado. Kcservoir sites along its oonrs 
in Wyoming and Idaho have already bsen 
revealed by the surveys, and it is shown 
that in the tipper region water can b 
stored to an amount of more than 2,000, 
000 acre feet. This will irrigate at the 
first usage at least 2,000,000 acres of land 
and if they be properly selected, so tha 
the waters can be collected again and agaii 
after serving the land, the area redeeme1 
will be more than 4,000,000 acres. Ther 
are many other tributaries below that have 
not yet been examined, and it is safe to sa; 
that the waters cf the Shoshone with it 
tributaries may ultimately serve from 8, 
000,000 to 10,000,000 acres. lu its utiliza 
tion three classes of problems are involved

•works will be forever subject to destruction 
by tha flood?, and the agiicultare sacuret 
Will be of less value per acre, because th 
best lands will not be served, and only im 
perfect drainage will be secured,

A Boy Keaily Dragged to Death on the 


V. tT. K, K. 


The Virginia Chronicle, of last evening, 


says: 


Joseph Allen, a boy aged about 13 years, 


) was seriously injured in the Virginia & 
Truokee railroad yard shortly before 4 
o'clock this afternoon. 
He attempted to 


get on an ore car of a moving train while 
it was passing through the E street tunnel, 
and missing his footing fell between two of 
the cars. His clothing caught on the 
brakebeam, \?hich he also grasped, and iu 
that manner was dragged until the tram 
was at the depot, his shrieks of pain and 
cries for help not being heard in the puff- 
ing of tho locomotives and tha noise ot the 
moving train until it had been brought to a 
full stop. 


The distance tho boy^aa dragged after 


falling between the cars was folly 800 f«et 
it beiug traceable by the trail made by his 
body on the railroad track. 


He was rescued as qniokly as possible 


from his dangerous position by miners and 
train employes and Dr. Harris was sum- 
moned and the boy placed on a fiat car of 
the train, under which he had been dragged, 
and taken to the family residence east of E 
street near the Savage hoisting works, 


When stripped Dr. Harris found a fright- 


ful gash on the left side of the wounded 
boy's scalp and another over the right eye. 
On the hack the skin was worn irom the 
flesh and both hands were in the same 
condition from the dragging process. Nu- 
merous braises were alao found on the 
chest and* other parts of the body and 
several ribs were fractured. 


The little fellow suffered intensely am 


begged the doctor to let him go to Bleep tc 
lelieve his agony. At the Chronicle pres 
hour Dr. Harris considered the boy's in 
juries very serious, but was not prepared Ho 
say if they would prove fatal o: not. 


George Allen, the father of the injured 


boy, is a miner employed in the Con. Cal 
& Va., and was immediately notified of tho 
accident to his eon.

PITSHING WESTWARD.' 


The Great Northed System May Knte .- 


California—Facts About a Rich and 
Ambitions Company. 
The San Francisco Bulletin says: 
The dispatches lately have contained 


many notes regarding Ihe "Great North- 
ern" Railway. It may not be generally 
known that the St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba line ia now known by this desig- 
nation. The several branches of this en- 
terprising system were lately incorporated 
into one under the general name of the 
Great Northwestern Hallway Company. 
The system has now over 2,700 miles of_ 
track. 
Its main line, from -St. Paul to 


Winnipeg, has long been regarded ai one 
of the best paying roads in the country. 
Tha Western branch has been steadily 
pushed through North Dakota and Montana 
paralleling tho North Pacific until now 
trains rna regnlaily to Bntte City. It is a 
rich company. Its managers are ambi- 
tious, and hope some day to give their 
chief rival, the Northern Pacific, a very 
lively chose for traffic control. They tope 
to have a western terminus on Pnget 
Sound uy connection with tho Seattle, 
Lake Shore and Eastern, according to re- 
port, and Into dispatches indicate that they 
lave watchful e>es for a possible line into 
California. 
Surveys have already been 


made for extending the track to Spokane 
Falls, Wash., and from Anaconda southerly 
o Boise City, Idaho. The line to Spokane 
[Tails will leave the present main line at 
Asainiboine, and lead across tha Sweet- 
;rass country. Recent dispatches indicate 
hat advantage is to be taken of a recent 
lisoovery of surveyors o! an easy pass 
hrongh a spar of the Kooky Mountains 
southwest of Anaconda. By this ronte 
the distance to Boise City is comparatively 
short, and tlience there is a feasible route 
down into Modoo country through 
the 


Malheur river country. Late Union Pa- 
cific surveys have demonstrated the feasi- 
bility of such a ronte, and Oregon Pacific 
men have also had longing eyes on this 
fertile Malhenr River valley. All railway 
men who have looked into the matter at 
all agree that the Great Northwestern, by 
reason of its wealth and energetic manage- 
ment, is one of tho most promising of the 
railway systems that have hopes some day 
of making San Francisco a terminal point.
